"Collectors of old engravings are almost 
as numerous in New York as collectors of 
old bead , and ti ny are quite as competent 
judges between a real treasure and a spurt- 
ous imitation. Indeed. I often have com- 
mis-i .ns lrom men who possess rare first 
editions for an engraving of the author 
about the time tha book was printed to 
paste in the volume. An adept can place it 
betweon the leaves of a volume ho that it 
can hardly be distinguished lrom the work 
of the binder. Some collectors place auto- 
graph letters in the books the same way. I 
gat my old engravings, as book dealers get 
their rare volume*, by watc ling trade cat- 
alogues and attenllng auction sales, but, as 
competition is not so lively, I cuii secure 
better bargains. 

"Early portraits of American authors 
whoso w rks now rank with the clashes are 
much sought for. Good engravings of sol- 
diers conspleuou* in the country's early 
history are also good property as a mere in- 
vestment They are getting soaroa and in a 
few years will com maud high prices. It is 
almost Impossible to-day to get clean hand- 
proofs of early American wood-uuts.

A friend tells us of a more remarkable 
case. Our older citizens will recollect 
" Uncle" Buck Parker, who was a nota- 
ble personage in his day in thil and 

Lewis County, Lark la Lila was anoth- 
er famous character in Lewis County. 
He lived on " Kinny," and hospitably 
entertained the hunters who visited 
Lewis. He had many of the characteris- 
tics of the Indian. He was a great woods- 
man, was true to his friends, whom he 
familiarly called "cousin," but unre- 
lenting to his enemies. 

Many years ago, when Clarke was Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky, Larkin, in a desper- 
ate tight, bit off part of the lip of his ad- 
versary.
